L eading figures 
responsible for 
the future of the 
Olympic Park 
gathered at Hackney 
House on 5 September 
to highlight the benefits 
the Games will bring to 
Hackney and East London. 
Discussions covered the 
future of affordable homes, 
creating thousands of jobs, 
a new park, and sporting 
and leisure facilities for 
community use. 

Keynote speakers 
included the Mayor of 
Hackney, Jules Pipe; heads 
of the London Legacy 
Development Corporation 
(LLDC) - responsible for 
the Olympic Park after 
the Games; and iCity, 
the organisation set to 


transform the media centres 
in Hackney Wick. 

Mayor Pipe said: “The 
media centres have always 
been the cornerstone of 
Hackney’s ambitions after 
the Games and we’ve had 
a clear vision of how these 
could be developed to create 
sustainable jobs. 

“Our biggest challenge 
will be to make sure 
regeneration brings about a 
positive change to the lives 
of people living in Hackney 
and East London.” 

In his first outing as 
interim chief executive of 
LLDC, Dennis Hone, said: 
“The Games are a catalyst 
for change, not the solution. 
We need to grasp the future 
now, and we need to work 
together - local authorities,

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education providers, 
businesses and communities. 

“We need to make 
sure that developments 
in the park bleed across 
the boundaries; and that 
fences around the Olympic 
Park come down to 
make it accessible to local 
communities.” 

Richard Gibbs, iCity’s 
business director, added: 
“Hackney has the highest 
concentration of creative 
digital businesses anywhere 
in Europe and was key to 
my company registering an 
interest two years ago. Our 
aim is to bring together a 
data centre and an enterprise 
that can create thousands 
of jobs.” 

iCity’s plans 
include a

centre in Hackney Wick, 
focusing on sport, exercise 
and health; media and 
communications; and 
business management. 

John Walker, from the 
university, said: “Our 
aspiration is to develop 
research and enterprise at 
graduate level, working 
with local educational and 
business partners.” 

There was also a 
panel discussion with 
architects, charities and 
other organisations which 
have helped realise legacy 
projects connected with 
the Games.

Disability festival announced 


AN annual festival of disability sport is to be created at 
the Olympic Park along with new sporting, leisure and 
employment opportunities. 

London Legacy Development Corporation (LLDC), which 
is responsible for the long term planning and 
management of the park after the Games, has pledged 
£2million to create an event linked to training at sports 
clubs across surrounding boroughs. 

The cash will also be used to introduce sports including 
wheelchair rugby and basketball, boccia and goalball 
to the Copperbox in Hackney; recruit Paralympians and 
other disabled people as community ambassadors; and 
help disabled people get jobs in the park. 

The programme will also create new public spaces, 
homes and sporting venues that are accessible to all. 
Daniel Moylan, Chairman of the LLDC, said: “This has 
been the most successful Paralympics in the history of 
the Games. Thousands will be inspired to get involved 

and we want to 
make sure there 
are opportunities 
for all.” 

After the Games, 
the park is set to 
reopen as Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic 
Park next July.

H ARDEEP Singh 
Kohli has packed 
a lot into his 
43 years: he’s a 
comedian, TV presenter, 
radio broadcaster and 
newspaper columnist. 

But his first love is most 
definitely food. 

So great is his love of all 
things food-related that 
Hardeep is about to take 
to the road with his second 
culinary-themed live show, 
‘Indian Takeaway’. 

It sees him order a local 
takeaway, recommended 
by a member of the 
audience, and race against 
the clock to cook up a feast 
before it arrives, sharing 
recipe tips and hilarious 
anecdotes along the way. 

But his passion for 
food is about to make its 
mark on Hackney in an 
altogether more serious 
way, with plans to open an 
Indian restaurant near his 
home in Dalston. 

Speaking at his local, 
Cafe Oto in Ashwin Street, 
he says: “The food in 
Hackney is remarkable. 
We’re sitting here in 
Dalston Junction and 
within half a mile in each 
direction is probably some 
of the best food you’ll get 
in London. 

“You’ve got Shanghai 
in Dalston Kingsland, 
one of the best dim sum 
restaurants in town; 
Peppers and Spice in 
Balls Pond Lane, which 
serves excellent Caribbean 
food; Huong Viet on 
Englefield Road, which 
is astonishing, and 
Faulkner’s chippie - the 
full complement.” 

Talking about his own 
restaurant plans, he added: 
“I’ve already got the 


menu sorted and I’m just 
working on the location 
now. It’ll be all my own 
Indian recipes and I’m 
really excited about it; the 
people of Hackney know 
their food.” 

Hardeep hopes the 
restaurant will help him 
realise another of his 
ambitions: to encourage 
young people to take 
up cooking. 

“I like the idea of setting 
up a community kitchen 
in Hackney,” he says. 
“We’ve got one of the 
highest rates of obesity 
here. Nobody shows kids 
how to cook nowadays - if 
you teach people to cook 
they’ll automatically eat 
better. I want to teach 
young kids and parents 
how to enjoy cooking.” 

Hardeep is already a 
familiar face with young 
people across the borough, 
thanks to his involvement 
in education and youth 
projects at the Hackney 
Empire. He’s keen to 
dispel some of the negative 
stereotypes about young 
people in the borough. 

“I have a stereotype of 
black youths in Hackney: 
mine is that they’re all 
really polite, really well 
brought up and they’re 
really honourable. I do 
wonder where the rest of 
London gets its stereotypes 
from - they don’t help. 

“There’s some incredible 
talent in Hackney and 
what I love about working 


with the Empire is that 
it’s unlocking that talent. 
The way I see it, if you’re 
busy in a recording studio, 
working on a play, or 
practicing stand up, 
you’re not busy doing 
anything else. 

“A lot of kids lack 
confidence and focus. 

Give them an opportunity 
and you unleash that. If I 
hadn’t had opportunities I 
could’ve ended up on the 
wrong side, so if I can help 
them, I’m going to do all 
I can,” he adds. 

Indeed, it’s been a busy 
few months for Hardeep. 
As well as preparing for his 
tour, some new projects 
with Radio 4, and a new 
book, he compered a 
series of events at Hackney 
House, the Council’s pop- 
up exhibition and media 
centre to promote the 
borough during 
the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

He said: “I opted out 
of the Edinburgh Festival 
this year to stay and work 
in Hackney. It was lovely 
to be a part of what was 
going on in the area during 
the Olympics. 

“I’m so proud of East 
London - I’m not sure 
it would’ve been the 
success it’s been if it was 
elsewhere in London. 
There’s an energy around 
here that you just don’t get 
anywhere else. It makes 
me proud to live 
in Hackney.”

A SKE Gardens 
in Shoreditch 
has undergone a 
facelift, which the 
Council hopes will lead 
to more people enjoying 
the space.

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T ODAY the name 
of author Grace 
Aguilar (1816- 
1847) is all but 
forgotten, but during 
the 19th century she was 
acclaimed on both sides 
of the Atlantic for her 
poetry, novels and works 
on Jewish religious and 
historical subjects. 

Aguilar was born in June 
1 8 1 6 at The Paragon in 
Paragon Road, the eldest 
child and only daughter of 
Portuguese-Jewish parents, 
her father Emanuel serving 
as the Parnas (lay leader) 
of the London Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue. 

Always a delicate 
child, at the age of three 
Grace suffered from an 
unidentified illness which 
left her weak and prone to 
infections, and as a result 
she was educated almost 
entirely at home by her 
parents. Grace 
developed a 
great love 
of reading 
and 

writing, 
starting 
a diary 
at the age 
of seven, 
which she 
kept throughout 
her life, and 
completing a now lost play, 
‘Gustavus Vasa’, in 1828 
when she was only 12. 

That same year, her father 
contracted tuberculosis and 
the family moved to the 
South Coast in the hope 
that sea air would aid his 
recovery. Emanuel used 
this time to concentrate on 
educating his daughter in 
Jewish history, recounting 
stories of crypto-Jews 
who had pretended to 
convert to Catholicism in 
order to escape the horrors 
of the Inquisition. 

Inspired by these tales, 
15-year-old Grace began 
to write The Vale of 
Cedars, or, The Martyr’, 
an historical romance 
set during the Spanish 
Inquisition - which would 
take her four years to finish. 

During this time, Aguilar’s 
mother Sarah became 


gravely ill, requiring a 
major operation, and 
Grace nursed her mother 
for several years. 

In 1 834, at the age of 
18, Grace realised she had 
to change from writing as 
a hobby, to writing for a 
profession, in order to help 
bolster the family’s now 
greatly reduced income. She 
herself became seriously 
ill a year later when she 
caught measles - then often 
a fatal disease - but was 
determined to keep writing, 
working on the draft of her 
first novel ‘Home Influence’. 

Like its successors ‘The 
Mother’s Recompense’ 
and ‘Woman’s Friendship’, 
this depicted an ideal 
Victorian wife who keeps 
house and husband whilst 
also teaching religion and 
morality to their children. 

The family moved back 
to Hackney, living at 5 The 
Triangle, from where 
Grace contacted 
Benjamin 
Disraeli 
to ask if 
his father 
Isaac, also a 
Portuguese 
Jew and 
resident 
of Stoke 
Newington, 
could help find her a 
publisher. Isaac introduced 
her to an editor at 
R. Groombridge and 
Sons who would go on to 
produce many of Aguilar’s 
British publications. 

Throughout the rest 
of her life, Grace Aguilar 
produced works focusing 
on domestic, religious, 
and historical themes that 
gained her supporters both 
of Jewish and non-Jewish 
backgrounds in Britain and 
America. Her first major 
international success was 
‘The Spirit of Judaism’, a 
collection of theological 
essays arguing for Jewish 
religious reform and the 
spiritual needs of women 
which quickly made her a 
household name. 

It may have been income 
from this publication 
which allowed the family 
to move again, this time to 


and was buried in the 
Jewish cemetery. 

Sarah Aguilar oversaw 
the posthumous publication 
of much of her daughter’s 
work, but by the end of 
the century its style and 
sentiment was no longer in 
fashion and Grace Aguilar 
became forgotten - despite 
having contributed so much 
towards Anglo-Jewish 
enlightenment.

Aguilar’s sentimental 
fiction and poetry became 
massively popular, and she 
combined this romantic 
outlook with religious 
themes in ‘The Perez 
Family’, the story of a 
devout Jewish family in 
Liverpool who suffered 
hardships with honour. 


The Aguilar family was also 
suffering, with Emanuel 
dying in 1 845 after nearly 
20 years of illness, and 
Grace battling a spinal 
problem that paralysed her 
muscles and lungs. 

In the summer of 1 847, 
Grace was persuaded by her 
brother to visit Frankfurt 
and consult an eminent 
German doctor. But she 
died there on 16 September

Red pepper and sweetcom 
risotto with goat’s cheese

Ingredients 

•2 red peppers 
•4 shallots, diced 
•2 sticks of celery, diced 
•y 2 leek, diced 
•1 corn on the cob 

• 200g risotto rice (Carnaroli) 

• 1 glass white wine 
•1 litre veg stock 
•20g goat’s cheese 
•30g butter 
•Grated parmesan 

•2 tablespoons olive oil 
•Salt and pepper 

Method 

1 . Roast the red pepper so the skin comes 


off and dice, discarding the seeds 

2. Cook corn in salted water for about 10-15 
minutes. Pick out kernels from cob once 
cooked 

3. Add shallots, celery and leeks to a pan, 
heated with a little olive oil and sweat until 
soft with no colour 

4. Add risotto rice and cook until transparent 

5. Add white wine to deglaze the pan until the 
alcohol has cooked out 

6. Add veg stock in batches, continuously 
stirring so that the rice cools evenly 

7. When the rice is nearly cooked add the 
red peppers and the sweetcom and cook 
until the flavours are absorbed into the rice. 
When completed, take off the hob to rest 

8. Add goat’s cheese, butter and parmesan. 
Cover with a lid so that the rice fluffs up 

9. Season to taste with salt and pepper.
